At the conclusion of the Steinheil 
case Minister of Justice Bar thou will 
propose certain changes of procedure 
In the trial courts of France. This de 
clsion of the Minister, made known to¬ 
day, won Influenced largely by the crit¬ 
icism ex preseed ln the United States 
and England of the methods now la 
vogue, through the operation of which 
the presiding Judge appears In the role 
of prosecutor. 

• M. Barthou has been much Impress¬ 
ed bj this foreign comment, and plans 
to take from the president of the court 
the function of ‘interrogatolre” and 
confide to th© public prosecutor and 
th© 'counsel for the defense the tank 
of examining the accused and th© 
witnesses. He would restrict the pre¬ 
rogatives of the Judge to a practice 
more In keeping with that of the courts 
of Anglo-Saxon countries. 

It Is unlikely, however, that any ef¬ 
fort will be made to abolish the gen¬ 
eral method of court procedure In all 
Latin countries, through which the 
examining magistrate in an exhaustive 
preliminary Investigation collects tes¬ 
timony often n 6 t strictly admissible 
under Anglo-Saxon rules of evidence, 
upon w'hlch the 8 tnte ©atabllshes Its 
case against tho accused. 

It is the belief of many American 
lawyer* here that In civil ooseg w'hlch 
are not tried before a Jury, the French 
system permitting the introduction of 
indirect evidence and even the opinion 
of witnesses, frequently enables the 
Judge to arrive at a conclusion more 
certainly Just than does the practice 
of similar courts In the United States 
and England.

No servant ever fought more loyal¬ 
ly for her mistress than did Marietta 
Wolf, the cook In the Steinheil house¬ 
hold. when called to-day as u witness 
In the trial of Mme. Steinheil for the 
murder of her husband and stepmother. 
When the Judge had led her through a 
labyrinth of contradictory statement* 
ht- suddenly challenged the wltuess 
with thl* abstract from her original 
testimony: 

“When Mme. -Steinheil learned that 
her husband was dead she ejaculated: 
‘At lost I am free.* ” 

Without th© least hesitation the 
servant replied; 

“No. I have been misquoted. What 
Mme. Steinheil said was 'at last I arn 
alone.* ” 

The woman Insisted thftt the wife 
was devoted to her artist husband. 

Next to the prisoner Marietta Wolf 
excited the most interest in the court 
room, as in the popular mind she Is 
suspected of holding the key to the mys¬ 
tery of the Steinheil h >m»*. She was the 
first witness to-day and a hush of ex¬ 
pectancy greeted her appearance on the 
stand. She was gowned In black and 
her attitude waa as somber as the 
clothes she wore. As a witness sh© was 
reticent and volunieered nothing. When 
.pressed with specific questions by the 
Judge she replied frequently: ”1 do not 
know.” or “I do not remember.”

The witness also mad© an excellent 
Impression upon th© Jury by th© frank¬ 
ness with which he admitted his for¬ 
mer association with the accused; de¬ 
spite the revelations which had been 
made to him concerning the woman's 
character. Borderel could not b© 
shaken In hi* conviction that the 
woman was wholly Innocent of the 
crime laid at her door. He wa* rather 
vague in his replies when questioned 
as to his intentions regarding a re¬ 
marriage. but confirmed his earlier tes¬ 
timony that Mme.

NONCOLONIAL STATES 
FAVOR THE COVENANT 


OFFERED BY EXECUTIVE COM¬ 
MITTEE OF COLONIAL DAMES. 


ASSOCIATE SOCIETIES MAY VOTE 
ON CONSTITUTIONAL QUESTIONS 


NO LARGER REPRESENTATION. 


All the delegates of the noncolonial 
States represented at Qio special session 
of the Colonial Dame* of America, which 
adjourned yesterday afternoon at the 
Woman's Club, Fourth avenue and Oak 
street, voted to sustain the covenant as 
offered by the executive committee of the 
national organization with the exception 
of those representing Michigan and Ohio. 
The covenant provides that the associate 
societies—those In noncolonial Htates— 
shall have the power to vote on constitu¬ 
tional question*, but are prohibited a 
larger representation In the national 
council Tho delegates from Michigan 
and Ohio favored a forger ropre*#*niatlon. 
while the otr.er Htales were willing to 
make the concession 

The meeting in Louisville was called 
for the purpose of ascertaining how tho 
noncolonlal State* would vote when the 
question comes before the national coun¬ 
cil In Washington next April. 

Those who are In favor ui the covenant 
believe that equal representation would 
destroy the colonial form of the society. 
It Is said that all of tie Colonial States 
arc In favor of the covenant except the 
District of Columbia and Delaware. 
These object to giving tho associate so- 


Considerable excitement wm* caused last 
evening at about 6 o'clock by an explosion 
of gas In Die Louisville Lighting Com¬ 
pany's manholes along Jefferson street, 
between Fourth avenue and First street.

The first explosion occurred In the man¬ 
hole at Fourtn avenue and Jefferson 
street, and in rapid succeastnn the reports 
of exploding ga* were heart! up the street 
Many of tho covers on the ho)e» mere 
hurled high Into the nir. hut no one wns 
injured. The heavy iron tops were shat¬ 
tered by the violence of the concussion 
and even the heavy cobble stone* were 
torn up. 

At Fourth avenue and Jefferson street, 
where the most violent explosion occurred* 
a wagon was (Missing over the manhole 
at the time The wagon *»a* lifted several 
feet, frightening the horaes and causing 
them to run madly down the street. 

Many of the large buildings in the 
neighborhood of the explosion shook and 
clerks In nearby department storwi wvre 
almost thrown into a panic, believing 
that an earthquake had occurred. 
gTh© emergency crews of the lighting 
company were rushed to the scene. It Is 
behaved that the explosion was caused 
either by the collection of sewer gas or 
a leak in the mains. When the shock oc¬ 
curred those who were stand In* on the 
comers saw (lames leap from tne holes, 
but how the gas I* ignited in such ex¬ 
plosion* has never been accounted for. 
Some are of the opinion Ou»t the Jarring 
of the heavy cars and wagons on the sur¬ 
face gives sufficient Impact to ignite the 
gases.

Undar existing laws 
thou* lands are likely to be parted with 
merely under a hoinegteud settlement. 
They are of such a peculiar value that 
It Orem* wiser that tho Government 
should reserve some control over the 
waterpower sites and the coal fond* 
and the phosphate* so that they may 
not come into the hands erf one con¬ 
trolling corporation, but may bo re¬ 
tained by the Government, with th* 
power to restrict the prices at which 
the coal, or at leoat at which tho pow- 
«.r fo sold to prevent the absorption 
Into one command of all the power on 
tho continent.

That always 
seemed to me to be the acvne of what 
we ought to reach In this country, and 
I am glad to any that tn* raj* owrt alma 
mater <»f Yalo wo have established an 
association for the purpose of erect¬ 
ing within her academic precinct* a 
memorial, not to the Northern Yale 
men who died, not to the Southern 
Yale men who died, hut to the Yale 
men who died In rim CfYfl War. 

"And so It ts what I venture to hope 
that the project suggested by my pre¬ 
decessor, Pro»ddfnt Roosevelt, may be 
alluded to bv m# with approval and 
the expression of the hope that It Is 
coming to fruition, -to,wit, rbat there 
should be a great memorial tn honor of 
(Jen. Robert E. Lee In the establish¬ 
ment'of -what he himself would value 
more highly, a groat school of engineer¬ 
ing At Washington and I>* Universi¬ 
ty, and l take this opportunity .to ex- 
proa* my deep sympathy In that move¬ 
ment and my desire to aid It In every 
way possible and prop«r."

PREVENTS AIR FLIGHT. 


Emperor William Telia His Reason 
For Not Taking a Soil With 
Zeppelin. 


"Then we have the ariti-trust law 
on our hands for enforcement, and the 
arrangement of the departments of the 
Government In such a way as to make 
It more effective la possible. 

"Then there I* tho Interstate com¬ 
merce law. which certainly needs 
amendment In order to give the Inter¬ 
state commerce tribunal more pow'er 
to prevent the delays which are now 
Incident to appeal* to the court*. In 
my Judgment, the best way Is to create 
a special court and hav# .a court that. 
Is charged with the knowledge end 
practice In regard to railroads, .«o that 
the muttor can bo promptly disposed 
of. 

“Then l ain strongly In favor of a 
postal saving* bank. I know that In 
that proposition l come up against U 
great many conservative hankers, and 
also of a great isany who view’ with 
doubt the wL^dom of extending pater¬ 
nalism In the Government- Where It 
happen* that the Government Is so sit¬ 
uated that It can do a thing better and 
more economically than Individual* can 
do It. and can supply a want for a 
mean* of thrift. I am in favor of It* 
doing It.

Currency Reform*. 

'The monetary reform Is under con¬ 
sideration by a commission. I am hope¬ 
ful that tho commission may present 
the condition* that exist here and the 
conditions as they exist In Europe, and 
In this way point out to us some steps 
that may be taken to reform what 1* 
certainly to-day nothing but a patch¬ 
work. 

"There there is another eifihject that 
Is very near to my heart. I have been 
a Judge and that Is a subject I know* 
something about.

DEATHS IN ANDERSONVILLE 
PRISON DUE TO PELLAGRA. 


Opinion of Dt. J. W. Kerr, Who Wa* 
Surgeon In Charge In Sum¬ 
mer of 1864. 


New Orlebns, Lx. Nov. 10.—That 
hundreds of deaths which occurred at 
th© Confederate prison at Andersonvtlle. 
Ga., during the summer of 1664 were 
not due to typhoid fever, as then sup¬ 
posed. but were caused by j*eUagru wa* 
the opinion expressed before the South¬ 
ern Medical Convention here this aft¬ 
ernoon by Dr. J. W. Kerr, of Corsi¬ 
cana. Tex a*. 

Dr Kerr, who was surgeon at th© 
Ahdersonvllle prtson. described the 
symptoms of th# disease which at¬ 
tacked tho Inmate* fatally at that 
time, and In nearly every particular 
they were recognised as befog charao- 
acterlstlo of pellagra. This view wa* 
further atryngthened. Dr. Kerr said, by 
th© fact that musty or spoiled 
generally accredited by th© medical 
fraternity ns being perhaps the caus© 
of pellagra, constituted the main diet 
of the prisoners, because of inability to 
furnish them other suppll©*. 

The consensu* of opinion among the 
physicians wtio presented pm per* on the 
subject was that pellagra Is attributable 
to spoiled corn.

Where 
the steel-coated missle finally found 
lodvment will perhaps never be told. 

Mr Longnecker and his family do 
not bblleve that members of the tobacco 
growers* organisation are in any way 
resptyndble for the raid, or talk of re¬ 
taliation.

tion the congress will soon eradicate 
this national, plague.'

Conduct In Contempt Case Scored At 
Knlgilts of Labor Meeting^. 

Washington. Nov. it).—Charactertilng 
the attitude of Samuel Gompers. John 
Mitchell and Frank Morrison, of the 
Federation of Labor. In the contempt 
proceeding* in the courts of the District 
of Columbia, In connection with the 
Buck's Stove and Range Company, a* 
"a willful, premeditated violation of the 
law.’’ Simon Burns, General Master 
Workman of the^General Assembly. 
Knights of Labor, ho* administered a 
severe rebuke upon these three leaders 
of organized labor. Mr. Burns express¬ 
ed hi* confidence In courts In general 
and In those of the District of Colum¬ 
bia tn particular. 

This rebuke by Mr. Burns was in his 
annual report to the General Assembly 
of his organization. Mr. Bums received 
the hearty approval of the delegates 
who heard It read ut their annual meet¬ 
ing now being held In this city. 

“There Is no trust or combination of 
capital dn the world.'* said Mr. Burns, 
“that violate* any laws oftener than 
the trust labor organizations who rqsort 
to more dishonest, unfair and dishon¬ 
orable methods toward their competi¬ 
tors than any trust or combination In 
the country/' 

Mr. Bums said the action of “these 
so-called leaders'* would be harmful for 
years to come whenever attempts were 
made to obtain labor legislation. 

• • • 

Favor Compulsory Arbitration. 


Compulsory arbitration in oil labor 
disputes wos heartily indorsed by the 
Knights of Labor fo-day. In the dis¬ 
cussions whlcdi led up to this action, 
delegates took the ground that the pub¬ 
lic good w&s paramount to all other in¬ 
terests, and demanded compulsory arbi¬ 
tration to serve the interest of the pub¬ 
lic In all cases in which the stoppage 
of work would affect the general wel¬ 
fare. 

The assembly Indorsed the work of 
Terrence V. Powderly, head of the in¬ 
formation -bureau of the Department of 
Commerce and Labor In the establish¬ 
ment of that bureau for the purpose of 
directing workmen to positions in vari¬ 
ous parts of the country. The course of 
the American Federation of Labor In 
advocating the abolition of thts bureau 
wa* condemned. 

Oth»*r resolutions approved the course 
of William Loeb. Collector of the Port 
of New York, in endeavoring L> protect 
the Government In the collection of rev¬ 
enue. and Indorsed President Taft “in 
his effort* to carry out the pledge* of 
the platform of his party/* 

Tbe establishment of Postal Savings 
Banks; ship subsidy, providing for the 
building of vessel* In this country and 
manning them with American seamen; 
the revtrletlon and adequate taxation 
of wealth, the selection or United States 
Senator* by popular vote..and the sub¬ 
mission of such questions to the people 
by means of the initiative and referen¬ 
dum were Indorsed tn resolutions adopt¬ 
ed to-day 

Tho report of Master Workman 
Bunin, containing a criticism, will he 
disputed to-morrow. Condemning So r 
cfallsm a* opposed to the best Interests 
of w'orkingmen in ttyU country. Mr. 
Burns strongly reeommertds to the as¬ 
sembly that It be given no encourage¬ 
ment In the ranks of the Knight* of 
Labor.

rency, who was represented to have se¬ 
verely criticised what waji supposed to 
be some r*f the Rhode Inland Senator’s 
banking Idea* The hope had bedn (hat 
Mr Aldrich would give some attention 
to hi* opponents, but those who enter¬ 
tained such hope were at least partial¬ 
ly disappointed.

He 
asserted hi* efforts bad ever been to 
serve the Interests of all sections and 
all classes. 

At the night meeting Senator Aldrich 
again we-nt over the work of th#' com¬ 
mission to date and again outlined the 
labor before it, appealing, a* at pre¬ 
vious meetings, to tbe banker* and the 
business men to study the question of 
banking and currency reform with the 
view of affording Intelligent assistance 
to the commission and to Congress in 
framing remedial legislation.

Thf ouster proceeding nu4nn that the 
claims of the Weet T*«mncssee Lan<i 
Company wJH be passed upon by the 
courts. If the company’s title U* hold 
to be VAlId it is the 'Intention of the 
BtiLto to take prrr the property nnd 
pay for it. In that event it will be 
made a* public fcUte and converted Into 
a fleh and game pitwerve- In iddJtlon 
to the land company certgJn individuals 
who claim to own parts of the lake 
are made defendants. 

Tho State Is proceeding on the theory 
that the land company has no valid 
tWe to the property.

Those peraon* who have been won¬ 
dering w'hy the Thanksgiving turkey 
gets hlgtier every'year may find the 
reason In the reporta of dectynation 
made by the Harvard sclentJetH. Th© 
turkey l# threatened with extinction by 
reason of the ravage# of appendicitis. 
Unkm# science cogues to the rescue the 
"national bird" wlM coase to decorate 
hohdny tables and «ome strbFtlluti* will 
have to be found. There htav© been no 
reports of the Kentucky turkey suffer¬ 
ing from Appendicitis, or from anything 
else, barring ndlposfcy and over-confl- 
dcnce. If the dlsea*© him ranched Vir¬ 
ginia, however, K will Invade Kentucky 
In course of time dnd may put «ji end th 
a nourishing Industry. ’ Whenever. In 
the course of human events, it becomes 
necessary for a farmer to efnplay a sur¬ 
geon to look after the welfare of a flock 
of turkeys, the business of turkey- 
growing wlH take a slump., 

The turkey-purchasing public l» crit¬ 
ical and fastidious. It 'would never 
take kindly to a gobbler that had un¬ 
dergone an opcraittoD for appendicitis. 
It demands turkeys that are without 
spot or blemish and consider# Itself en¬ 
titled to them because of the constant 
trend toward higher prices. It w'ants 
turkeys that are healthy and happy—at 
lea*t, such a* were healthy and happy 
up to the hour of execution. Tho In¬ 
effaceable mark of a surgical operation 
would n^veriescape the ey© of the buy 
er. and gobblers bearing evidence of 
having been tampered with by physi¬ 
cians woukl be left severely alone. 

Prices of turkeys have already soared 
to an altitude which makes them pro¬ 
hibitive to va^f number# of the great 
common people. If appendicitis la to 
cut swath# In the available supply, tur¬ 
key soon will become a luxury to be 
enjoyed only by millionaires.

It I* 
resettable that there are some indie© 
tlons that a muck-raking magazine 
writer has *<*ld Mr. Rockefeller a gold 
brick anent the hookworm business.

BENJAMIN CASSITY HEALS THE 
BREACH BETWEEN PARENTS. 


IN THE COURTS YESTERDAY. 


Seven-year-old William Wilson** left 
leg, which lie has lost, was valued at 
$7,000 yesterday by a Jury 1** Judge 
Batson's court. They decided that the 
driver of the Bowser-Browning coal 
cart, which ran over hlin, was to 
blame. The boy had asked for $26,500. 
and this was the second time that the 
suit had been tried. This trial occu¬ 
pied most of yesterday and all Tues¬ 
day. 

The case dates hack from October 14, 
1007. William Wilron. who sued In 
the name of his father, William Wil¬ 
son, 8r., was run down ami his left 
leg crushed on Twenty-sixth street, 
north of Bank street Suit for $26,500 
was filed on December 20. 1907, and 
the case was tried out on July 7. 1908. 
At that time the Jury found for the 
small boy in the sum of $20,000 

The defendants asked Judge Emmet 
Field, then sitting In the First Com¬ 
mon Pleas division, for a new trial, and 
he granted It. although he did not live 
to preside over the proceedings. Th«* 
court room has been well filled all 
through the trial, and this morning, 
when arguments were made In the 
case, 1; was crowded. The small boy 
on his crutches was ever present, and 
made a good witness on the stand. He 
was 5 year* old when he was Injured, 
the leg being crushed so that It had to 
be amputated, and has grown but little 
since that time. 

The defendants, WlUlam H. Bowser 
and Avery Browning, are In the coal 
business. The boy was hurt when run 
over by one of the carts. The defense 
ts that in the first place the parents 
of the five-year-old boy were negligent 
In allowing him to go on the streets 
alone; that he attempted to cross the

It Is said, Is certain 
of eight votes, and It is very probable that 
he will he unanimously elected, as a ma¬ 
jority of the Republicans believe that he 
is the proper man to guide the destinies 
of the board. 

Dr. Borgman was unable to get all of 
the Democratic votes. Fearing that tlielr 
might be a deadlock and another blttor 
war In the board which might Injure the 
school sysiem, l>r. Borgman consented to 
withdraw In favor of any Trustee who 
could pull the entire strength of the Dem¬ 
ocrats and a majority of the Republic¬ 
ans in the board. Dr. Tiorgman became 
a candidate for the presidency at the re¬ 
quest of many of the Trustees, but when 
he learned later that unity could be bet¬ 
ter preserved by his withdrawal from the 
race ho announced that ho was willing to 
support any other Democratic Trustee to 
be named.

PUSHING FIGHT 


AGAINST L. AND N. TO REDUCE 
RATES IN FLORIDA. 


Counsel For Railroad Commission In 
Louisville—Delay In Final 
Settlement 


R. Hudson Burr, a member of the Flor¬ 
ida Railroad Commission, and Lewis C. 
Mar say. counsel for the commission, are 
In Louisville pushing a fight against the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad Com¬ 
pany to reduce the company’s patsenger 
rate in the State of Florida from 4 cents 
per mile to 3 cents per mile. Owing to 
severs I delays that have occurred recent¬ 
ly It la not expected that a final settle¬ 
ment of the case will come for several 
weeks or until an expert accountant con¬ 
cludes an Inspection of the company's 
books to determine If the earnings of the 
company will Justify the proposed reduc¬ 
tion. 

The history of the case on record shows 
that the Florida commission many mouths 
ago declared a reduction of the railroad 
company's passenger rate In tb* State of 
Florida, whereupon the toulsvllle and 
Nashville opposed the action by an In¬ 
junction. The litigation has taken sev¬ 
eral course* since It began, but Is now 
said to be nearing an end. 

In the Unltad States Court In Florida 
a day or so ago Judge William B. Shep¬ 
pard overruled the objection of the com¬ 
pany's attorneys to Special Examiner 
Wilson’s order that testimony be resumed 
in a week. One month wus desired by 
the attorney*, but the court deckled that 
tho case had been dragging too much al¬ 
ready and forthwith ordered the examiner 
to come to Louisville to examine witnesses 
without further delay.

W'hlle his wife was one of the 
best and most highly esteemed women 
of that locality. Before her marriage 
she was a Miss Finan. of Missouri. 
They are survived by the following 
children: Mr*.

She paid no at-^, 
tentlon to Uie fir* wagons that passed 
her, answering the alarm caused by 
her home burning, her destination be¬ 
ing as undertaking establishment a 
few blocks a^ay. 

•'Show me a coffin.’* demanded the 
young woman, as she flourished the 
revolver in view of James Gllllson. the 
proprietor. ”1 want you to bring this 
coffin out In the street; I want to sit 
on It.” she said when taken In the rear 
room where the coffins were stored. The 
undertaker Induced the woman to be¬ 
lieve that the police would arrest her 
If she sat on a coffin In the street. She 
was satisfied with being allowed to sit 
on the coffin in the rear room. The 
proprietor returned to the office and 
was talking to a man. when the wom¬ 
an rushed In and sat down in tho office 
chair and declared ahe Intended to kill 
someone. The men, who paid l^tle at¬ 
tention to her, were startled by the re¬ 
port of the pistol and turned and saw 
her fall back dead tn the chair. She 
had shot herself In the side, the ball 
cutting *he large artery leading from 
her heart.

VARYING VIEWS ON 
RAILROAD SITUATION 


EXPRESSED AT RAILWAY BUSI¬ 
NESS ASSOCIATION BANQUET. 


QUESTION OF GREATER FEDER¬ 
AL CONTROL ARGUED. 


PUBLIC’S RIGHTS RECOGNIZED 


New York. Nov. 10.—Legislation 
enough for the present, argued rnen 
who manage railroads; further Federal 
control, pleaded legislators; co-opera- 
Uon In the Interest of fair dealing, pro¬ 
posed shippers and others 

These varied views were expressed 
to-night at the first annual banquet of 
th© Railway Business Association at 
the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel. The asso¬ 
ciation. which Is a sort of self-imposed 
medium of conciliation between the 
railways and the public, hud as Its 
guests at table to-night more than six 
hundred men interested in railroads. 

George A. Post, president of the as¬ 
sociation. ,waa toastmaster, and after & 
toimt to President Taft, he Jumped to 
the question of what would be don© 
with Mr Taft as an ex-ProsIdent. 

“He Is not much of a hunter." said 
Mr Post, “and It costa money to play 
golf, so perhapa, since he Is a good 
traveling man, he'll become connected 
with some railway.** 

The keynote of Mr. Post's address 
was "Conference. Conciliation and Con¬ 
cession by all Concerned." Representa¬ 
tive W. P. Hepburn, of Iowa, author of 
tho Hepburn act. however, suggested 
that there wer© vet railroad mortem 
over which the Government should have 
control. For Instance, he asked. “What 
; • rf >us irt could come to railroads If 
their capital could not be Increased 
until approved by Government author¬ 
ity?" 

He declared that neither the law¬ 
makers nor the people had any spirit of 
vindictiveness. 

William C. Brown, president of th© 
New York Central lines, declared that 
"in times of depression our unemployed 
will he numbered by millions.*' and he 
suggested the iacrensed pursuit -of agri¬ 
culture a* n means to forestall such non- 
ditlons. He said he Intended to recom¬ 
mend to tho New York Central lines 
that the road operate at Us ow.i ex¬ 
pense. under the auspices of the State 
Agricultural College, a series of experi¬ 
mental farms. 

•‘This woukl return to the rural dis¬ 
tricts the preponderance of political 
power," ho oalil, "where It can be more 
safely lodged than In congested centers 
of population, already ominously power¬ 
ful In many of our Stales." 

W. H.' Marshall, .president of the 
American Looomotlv© Company, was one 
who held that there already was an ex- 
ccpi of railroad legislation. 

President Rirdey, of the Santa Fc, was 
among the ot ora who spoke, while let¬ 
ters were m»nt by President McCreo, of 
the Pennsylvania; Marvin Hughltt, 
president of the Chicago and Northwest¬ 
ern. and President W. W. Finley, of tho 
Southern railway.

It was with genuine regret and as a 
shock that the residenteof JefTersonv 11 le 
learned yesterday morning that Miss 
Elizabeth Miller, whose home was at 
814 Eart Chestnut street, had died <t* 
the Jeffersonville Hospital during the 
night, and many could not believe the 
news wus true.

As 
Dr Flynn was about to go on another 
call he told MUs Miller to give her 
mother some simple treatment and he 
would call the next morning. Between 
9 and 10 o’clock Monday night Miss 
Miller became ill, and as Dr. Flynn 
couid not be reached, Dr. C K C Han- 
on* k was summoned, and Tuesday 
morning the patient was turned over to 
Dr Flynn, who at once «aw Miss Mil¬ 
ler was suffering from a dangerous In¬ 
testinal obstruction, and Dr. J. G Sher¬ 
rill was summoned from Louisville for 
a consultation 

It was decided the only possible re¬ 
lief lay In a surgical operation, and 
preparations were begun to remove 
Miss Miller to the hospital. Thin was 


soon os possible the patient was placed 
upon the operating table, and It was 
found her trouble hod been caused by 
a tumor that weighed more than twen¬ 
ty pounds and the presence of which 
was not known by the patient. Other 
serious complications had developed 
and Miss Miller** recovery was found 
to be out of the question She survived 
the operation only a short time. If Mine 
Mills* had any Idea she was suffering 
from a tumor she did not make the 
fact known, and had never complained 
By her friends she was thought to be 
In the best of health. 

For many years Minn Miller had been 
a teacher In the public schools of Jef¬ 
fersonville and the tpwnshlp.

In her con¬ 
nection with the church she was a 
Vadtng worker, and wa«» always ready 
to do her part to further the Interest In 
the cause she was devoted to. 

Mis* Milter made her home with her 
widowed mother. Mrs. Mary Miller, and 
contributed to her support liberally. A 
brother. Fr*d Miller, lives In Jefferson¬ 
ville. and there are two sisters, Mi**. 
Edith Miller. who Is a teacher of music* 
In Si Louis, and Miss Anna Miller, wjto 
resides In the same city. Frank MlUgf. 
another brother, lives at Nashville 
Miss Miller was born at Bedford, Ind . 
and was 44 v«*ars old. Bhe had lived 
In Jeffersonville since childhood. The 
funeral arrangements will not be an¬ 
nounced until some time to-day.
